Fanners livingf in the southern part 
of Allen county are attempting to safe- 
guard their hogs against a peculiar dis- 
ease, similar to a 
low 
gi-ade 
typhoid 
fever, that has invaded Adams county. 
While the farmers have been diagnosing 
the disease as hog cholera, an investi- 
gation of the hogs show that many im- 
portant symptoms of hog cholera are 
lacking. 
Pigs are most affected, 
first, 
becoming lazy, then becoming weak and 
finally dying. 
No fever is evident and 
investigation of the viscera shows no hoK 
cholera 
postules. 
The 
new 
disease 
brings forth cholera ulcers of the lower 
intestines, causing death. 


The cure of the disease is pure drink- 
ing water, as impure water is the cause 
of the malady.

Promises to Sweep Eastern 
Coast from Virginia 
to Maine. 


Washington, July 19.—^Another

After being booked on a charge of 
assault and battery with intent to mur- 
der. Dr. At%vood was taken to the hos- 
pital where Dr. Harris identified him 
as his assailant. 
Dr. Atwood made a 
complete confession, the police say. The 
physician who attended Dr. Celia Ad- 
ams gave it as his opinion that she died 
from an overdose of a drug which the 
police declared she took with suicidal 
intent. 


Dr. Harris, who is 45 years old, and 
married, is a former president of the 
Canadian club, of Boston, son of a for- 
mer member of the Canadian parliament 
and one of the pioneer osteopaths of 
Massachupetts. 
Dr. Atwood an^ Miss 
Adams formerly studied under him at 
tlio College of Osteopathy, in this city. 
It was said that Miss Adams recently 
informed Dr. Atwood that their mar- 
riage was impossible because Dr. Har- 
ris bad wronged her, a charge which the 
latter denie<l. 
It was stated that the 
prisoner and Mis.s Adams had been en- 
gaged for some time, 
day and in default of bonds of $15,000 
was committed for a hearing on July 
28. 
The prisoner was not represented 
by coimsel and did not plead. 
He ap- 
peared calm and later said that he had 
nothing to add to the statement which 
lie made when placed under arrest last 
night. 
It was stated at the hospital at 
noon 
that 
Dr. Harris' condition 
was 
very low and it was feared he would 
not survive many hours. 


The version of the cause of the shoot- 
ing given by Atwood was scouted by 
Dr. Harris during a lucid period. 
He 
referred to his assailant as a "young 
fool." 


According to

acquaintances 
Dr. Harris had counselled the 
young 
man against marrying a girl so much 
hig senior. 


Late last 
night 
Medical Examiner 
Georgo B. Magrath communicated with 
the district attorney's office, which ap- 
proved an autopsy. 
Tliis will be_ made 
probably some time today. 
It is un- 
derstood that the general physical con- 
dition of Miss Adams will be determ- 
ined with a view to prove the motive of 
murder as alleged by Atwood.

Everything was quiet at Logansport 
Wednesday, the scene of much rioting, 
Tuesday night, following the strike of 
the street car men, according to word 
received at the general offices of the 
Traction company. 
General Manager 
Sam M. Greenland is keeping in close 
touch with the situation. 
The condi- 
tion of the injured and wounded in 
Tuesday night's rioting was reported 
as critical. 
. Mr. Greenland declares that the men 
at Logansport 
did not go to 
work 
Tuesday morning because they object- 
ed to what are called one-man cars. 
On these cars the motorman acts also 
as conductor. 


"Fact of the matter Is the cars in 
Logansport have been operating at a 
loss to the company for the past three 
years and it was either a case of cut- 
ting down operating expenses or giv- 
ing up the franchise." Mr. Greenland 
continued. 
"The cars are operated by 
other men and they will continue to 
be operated. 
We have plenty of men 
to run the cars and the men are will- 
ing to .work." 
Mr. Greenland alleges 
that the strikers have violated their 
contracts. 


About fifteen men employed on the 
Fort Wayne city lines have gone to 
Logansport to man the cars at that 
place during the trouble. 


General 
Manager 
Greenland

he led

through the long grass to the spot where 
he knew there was a breach in the de- 
fence.

Abruptly three of the French officers 
leaped into the works shouting in sten- 
torian tones: 
"Forward with the bayo- 
net!" and throwing bombs which ex- 
ploded in the dugout. 
The other six 
daring 
Frenchmen 
remained 
behind 
ready to retreat if the attempt failed. 


But the 
Germans, 
taken unawares, 
had no-^time to get their weapons and 
flurrendered almost without a nhow of 
fight. 
When one of their number fell, 
shot by a revolver fired point hlank by 
the commanding officer, the 
Germans, 
113 in all, came out of their shelters 
and threw up their hands, the French 
assert. 


The three French raptors now began 
to feci nervous, as they saw no reason 
whv the Germans should not f«ll upon 
end exterminate them. 
B"t at this mo- 
ment the other six -hurried in. 
Their 
resolute enerffv imposed imon the Ger- 
mans, who believed that the new ar-

The German officers in the fort then-

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The Predicament of the Railroads. 


Washington dispatches are now forecasting an earlj^ personal 
appeal to President Wilson by representatives of the big railroad 
. interests for assistance in what they declare is a very acute business 
jBTisis now confronting the transportation industry. 
They are point- 
i n g out the fact that on one hand they are confronted by the Clayton 
anti-trust act, which among other things governs the purchase of 
fitipplies 
by the railroads and soon to go into effect, and on the other 
b y the new wage and working demands of some 300,000 operatives 
Wrhp are now voting on the question of a strike to enforce their pro- 
^ s a l s , a n d the railroads declare they are in a sorry predicament. 


The roads are expected to^ ask first of all a congressional résolu- 
iHôn to delay temporarily the date on which the Clayton law is to be- 
come effective. 
They are urging, too, that the dispute with the f o u r 
brotherhoods be either submitted*to arbitration or t h a t a^n investiga- 
tion of the wage question be u n d e r t a k e n by the interstate commerce 
ccinmission or by a special congressional committee named for that 
purpose. 
The Clayton law will become effective in a few weelts unless 
it is delayed by congresMonal action, and the railroads set u p the plea 
tiiat the statute is so hazy t h a t official interpretation will be needed 
to unscramble some of its provisions. 


I n considering the claim that the new law and the threatened 
trouble with their employes seriously perils the position of the rail- 
roads of the country, one ought 
in fairness to remember several 
tilings. 
The first of these is t h a t the railroads are closely circum- 
scribed a n d definitely bound by state and federal laws in the matter 
of râte-making, both in passenger a n d freight tariffs. They cannot at 
will boost rates to cover additional demands of expenditure. 
Revenue 
gains must come either through the channel of increased volume of 
business or a more economical method and a higher efficiency in doing 
business. 
Another thing is the undisputed fact that a serious blow 
to the railroads is reflected again and again in pretty much every 
other avenue of business. 
On the face of things the railroads are 
m a k i n g out a r a t h e r strong case, though perhaps inclined to place 
the strong emphasis on the side of the situation which self-interest 
enables them to see most clearly. 
In the interest of absolute fairness 
they are entitled to a hearing. 
The administration will have rendered 
another highly important service if it shall be able to bring about 
some equable a d j u s t m e n t upon which both the railroads a n d their 
employes can agree and remove some of the obstructions that now 
loom ahead. 
The effort is well worth a trial, at least. 


Since the jitney bus makes its profit entirely by virtue of its use 
of the public streets, it is not unreasonable for the city to insist upon 
!ie payment of a license fee for the permit to (Jo business. 
At the 
'.same time, it is vastly more important that the public be safeguarded 
against i n j u r y through the medium of an indemnity bond posted by 
the jitney m a n than the city coffers be benefited by the exaction of 
a license fee. The essential thing in jitney regulation is not the levy- 
]'xg of a tribute by the city; it is the protection of the public. 
If 
either the license fee or the indemnity bond must be dispensed with, 
by all means let it be the license fee.

Sluice Way, Near Top of 
Storage Basin, Expected 
to Oifer Advantages. 


A sluice-way is to be built near the 
top of the reservoir to care for the 
overflow and to furnish fresh water 
for the park lake, at the foot of the 
basin. 
Unsanitary- condition of the 
reservoir park 
lake 
caused Mayor 
Hosey and members 
of 
the works 
Tjoard to order the spill-way built as 
soon as possible. 


The passage way for the water will 
be built three feet from the top of 
the reservoir. 
The outlet will be con- 
ical in shape 
so as to 
give added 
pressure to the water forced down 
the big pipe into the lake below. 
It 
Is expected to have a constant flow. 


Water in the reservoir 
lake 
will 
thereby be changed constantly. 
Fresh 
water will flow into the lake all the 
time. 
The top surface of the water in 
the reservoir will also be continually 
changed. 
This will carry away gnats 
and other animal life that is formed 
on the surface of the storage basin. 
It will keep the basin always cleaned 
and will spare the trouble and expense 
of draining 
the 
five-m"iIlion-galIon 
tank every few months for cleaning 
purposes. 


Another Advantage. 


Another advantage will be offered 
in the maintaining of a constant and 
high . water pressure. The big storage 
basin will be always filled to the level 
of the 
overflow. 
Pumping 
engines 
will always be working. 
A pressure 
made by water within three feet of the 
top of the reservoir will be constant. 
There have been 
many 
complaints 
about lack of water pressure when the 
big tank was allowed to stand half 
full of water or was being cleaned out. 


The new plan will always care for 
overflow, also. 
There will be no danger 
of the banks, about the great tank, being 
washed away when the basin overflows in 
flood season. 


Necessity for immediate action in car- 
ing for the park lake caused city oflScials 
to decide upon the plan of having the 
lake filled with water from the reservoir. 
Water in the park lake is stagnant and 
because of continued hot weather had 
become filthy. 


Many Dead Fish. 


The beating sun and impure water had 
killed thousands of cray fish in the lake. 
Many small fish in the lake had also_ 
died. 
The dead animals floated to thè 
shore of the big pond and was a decay- 
ing mass. 
The stench was almost un- 
bearable for residents near the lake. 
Children continued to bathe in" the im- 
pure water. 


The health board was asked to take 
action Wednesday. Workmen used rakes, 
screens 
and 
other 
tools to clean the 
shores of the lake. 
Several bushel bas- 
kets full of dead fish and cray fish were 
carried away. 
The odor from the lake 
was thereby removed- 


It was evident to all officials, however, 
that the stagnant water in the lake is a 
menace. 
A plan 
to 
provide running 
water was provided by ordering the spill- 
way from the reservoir installed. J. Mc- 
Kean, chief engineer of the water vrofkB, 
will have charge of putting in the sluice- 
way. 


Children have been asked not to bathe 
in the lake until the water is purified, al- 
though no oflficia.I action to bar 
the 
youngsters from using tne lake has been 
taken. 
The park board does not favor 
the children bathing in the shallow water 
of the pool. The active lads rile up the 
water when they difsturb the clay bot- 
tom of the lake. The beauty of the lake 
itself is spoiled by the presence of the 
bathers, it is claimed. 


Again, 
the 
youngsters change 
their 
clothes at several points about the lake. 
They seek only the shelter of the chimps 
ments and don their bathing suifs. Res- 
ments and don their bathing suits. Res-i 
idents near the lake have objected to this 
practice. 


However, Police Chief Lenz is in sym- 
pathy with youth in hot weather. 
He 
believes the "kids" should be given 
a 
chance to cool off" in the pond. 
He has 
stood for their bathing in the park lake. 
If the practice is continued it may be 
neces.sary to place a sand bottom in the 
lake and to build 
a 
temporary bath 
house for the lads.

EEN B K N OFF 


Trouble in Cloak, Suit and 
Skirt Trade Now Back 
Where It Started. 


New York, July 19.—The breaking, off 
of conferences between the Cloak, Suit 
and Skirt Manufacturers' Protective as- 
'oociatioii and the International Garment 
Workers' union left the garment work- 
ers' strike today to all intents where it 
was when it started three months ago.' 
Statements issued bj' both sides accused 
the other of bad faith and responsibility 
for the faihu'e of negotiations. 


The strike affects some 4O,0OO em- 
ployes and about 500 manufacturers. 
It is estimated that orders for women's 


clothes wortli $60,000,000 have been left 
unfilled. 
Strike payments of $65,000 a 
a week have been aiding the workers. 
The citizens' committee, which lias been 
helping the strikers, issued a statement 
today saying as the result of the strike 
more than 200,000 persons are facing 
hunger. 
The committee plans to raise 
$-.3.1.000 a week for the benefit of the 


garment workers as long aa the strike 
lasts.

BIG W WARSHIP 10 


MOyNl M C H GUNS 


Nagato Will Be Bigger Than 
Queen Elizabeth of 
British Navy. 


Tokio, 
June 
15.— (Correspondence 
of 
The Associated 
Press).—It 
is reported 
that 
giins of 
15-inch 
calibre 
may 
be 
mounted on a superdreadnought 
which 
has been ordered by the navy 
depart- 
ment and will be laid down in the Jap- 
anese naval 
yard at Kure. ^ This ship 
was authorized at the last session of 
the diet and she will be the largest bat- 
tleship in the Japanese navy. 
She will 
be called the Xagato after one of the 
provinces in southern Japan. 


Although the official figures have not 
been announced, it is said the warship 
will have a displacement of 32,000 tons 
and a speed of 24 knots. 
The displace- 
ment exceeds by 1,400 tons that of the 
dreadnought 
Yamashiro, 
which 
was 
launched at 
Yokosuka last 
November. 
The Yamashiro is about the same size 
as the United States 
superdreadnought 
Pennsylvania. 


If the announced figures prove exact, 
the Nagato will be bigger than the cele- 
brated Queen Elizabeth of the 
British 
navy, more speedly than the Yamashiro 
by two knots and faster than the Penn- 
sylvania by three knots, although she 
could be outdistanced by the Queen Eliz- 
abeth. 
A feature of the proposed ship 
will be improved equipment for defense 
against torpedoes. 


The question of main armament seems 
not yet decided. 
It is understood that 
t)ie navy favors 15-inch guns, but guns 
of this size have never oeen 
made 
in 
Japan, and it is likely that they would 
have to be imported from England. 
It 
is doubtful if England could turn them 
out during the war. 


The department has likewise arranged 
for the construction of two second-class 
cruisers, each of 2,500 tons, to be callea 
Tenryu and Tatsuta. 
One will be laid 
down at Yoko.=;uka and the other at Sa- 
seho. 
A large type destroyer of l,10c 
tons will be built at Maizuru. 


The latest addition to the Japanese 
navy is a new and powerful submarine 
boat which was built 
in 
France 
and 
which recently arrived at the Kure naval 
station. 
Submerged, the boat can reach 
a speed of over IS knots. 
Her displace- 
ment is 600 tons, and she is the largest 
submarine in the Japanese navy. 


The order, placed

navy yard in 1914, called for two boats 
of the same type and dimensions but one 
of them was sold to France at the out- 
break of the war in compliance with the 
special reque.it of the French navy. The 
submarine was brought here on board a 
French steamer.

are graphically described in a letter re- 
ceived here from Edward Burke, a pri- 
vate in one of the guard's regiments. 


"Summer, with its hope, its heat, its 
flies and mosquitoes, it.s dust and dysen- 
tery, has come to the trenches," writes 
Burke. 


"After a winter's campaign that 
has 
left friend and foe 
breathless, reeling, 
summer is welcome, yet horrible. 
It is 
welcome only because it brings hope and 
breaks the monotony. 


"It brings a change first noticeable in 
the length of the days. 
Even the few 
hundred yards of shell-torn ground which 
separates us from the enemy has regis- 
tered this coming of another season. 


"In the death stretch between the line.s 
flowers and green grass are peeking up. 
Overhead, larks tell us that all in this 
world is not steel, lead, powder 
and 
smoke. 


"Mud has given way to dust. 
Behind 
the lines on the over-worked roads, khaki 
colored banks of dust hang like a Lon- 
don fog. 
Men, horses, gizns become the 
color of the roads. 
D u s t gets into the 
hair—caking it. 
It lines the 
throat, 
spreading a thirst unquenchable. We eat 
it with our biscuits. 
We have dashes of 
it in everything we eat. If it spread dis- 
ease as freely as scientists say it does, 
every man in the trenches would need a 
hospital cot.

spells Preparedness," and that the hour 
had come to change the popular slogan 
among temperance forces of "National 
Prohibition in 1020" to thè campaign 
battle 
cry 
"A National 
Prohibition 
President in 1916." 


Outline of Campaign. 


In summing up his outline of 
the 
party's 
prospective campaign, 
which 
calls for a whirlwind ca)npaign backed 
by a million dollar war fund, with two 
million homes 
reached 
directly with 
prohibition argument before November 
7th. Mr. Poling detailed as the nucleus 
for the party's national declaration this 
year the following, which he termed 
"the high covenant." 


"To the people of this nation 
we 
pledge ourselves to begin immediately 
on election to power 
an 
authorized 
campaign to establish a world court; 
and we further 
pledge 
that we will 
move at once to secure reciprocal trade 
arrangements with the countries from 
whom we purchase and to whom we 
sell. 


"We will proclaim our constructive 
program to secure the practical brother- 
hood of the nations. 
And as we move 
to stop the slaughter of war, remember- 
ing the unnumbered dead, the unnum- 
bered living and the unnumbered un- 
born cursed by alcohol, we will imme- 
diately deprive the liquor traffic of the 
use of the mails, take from it the pro- 
tection 
of interstate commerce, placp 
upon it a prohibitive tax, move to ac- 
complish a prohibition amendment 
to 
the constitixtion 'and thus we will stop 
the greater slaughter of peace.' 


Pledges His Party. 


"We pledge ourselves to fortify the 
natioru, to make her a citadel impreg- 
nable. but to conserve her human and 
natural resources 
with 
every dollar 
that builds her army and her fleet. We 
covecnant with the people to take pri- 
vate profit out of war. and to punish 
the ta-aitors who placcd rotten armor 
between 
our 
country's 
defenders and 
their foes. 
And we solemnly swear to 
make our preparation, a preparation for 
peace, harmonized to every ideal of the 
Viemocracv 
whose mosoage must 
not 
:fail, for it is the hope message of the 
•^vorld. 
And we will not forget 
that 
prohibition 
spells preparedness.

Pays Respects to Indiana. 


As an illustration of what he teirmed 
the impossibility of making any head- 
way toward national 
prohibition 
in 
the old parties. Mr. Poling here re- 
ferred to the campaiern now under way 
in Indiana, where "amons the names 
of the prominent 
democratic 
states- 
men who are announced to campaign 
on behalf of the election of Thomas 
Taprgcart to the United States senate, 
appear those 
of four 
congressmen 
and one United States 
senator 
who 
iiave with 
courage championed 
the 
Hobson amendment." 


Declaring Taggart 
"an 
individual 
wh^, if gambling Is a crime 
» * » 
ougiit to be in the penitentiary instead 
of in-, the senate of the United States." 
Mr. Poling exclaimed: 


"Th« Indiana picture will be copied 
before two years have passed, in every 
state otf the union where the liquor 
traffic as a controverted 
issue. 
Men 
who deiiire to , be politically 
honest, 
who have political convictions that are 
not piircliasable by either gold or si- 
lence, will find themselves compelled 
to tight as some are already 
fighting, 
for the committal of their parties to 
prohibition.

"Ladies and gentlemen of the con- 
vention, ten million citizens of this 
republic whose 
votes 
are 
ours by 
every claim of high principle, may not 
have seen the Indiana picture as yet. 
But by the blood of the innocent for 
ten thousand years dripping from the 
fangs of the liquor Moloch, we pledge 
high heaven and the state that before 
November 7, 1916, they shall see it." 


The Liberal Party. 


Turning to the claims of .the prohi- 
bition party to the support of the pro- 
gressive voters, Mr. Poling 
detailed 
the fact that his party was "the first 
to declare for woman's suffrage, for 
civil service reform, for direct elec- 
tions, for two-cent letter postage, for 
international arbitration, against lot- 
teries and gambling, for oniform mar- 
riage and divorce laws, far a non-par- 
tisan tariff commission, for an income 
tax, against child labor, for the con- 
ser^'atlon of natural resources, against 
the white slave traffic, and-for national 
prohibition." 


And because of this record and be- 
cause of the official dissolution of the 
"progressive party," Mr. Poling added: 


"As you speak today, so speaks to- 
morrow, by whatever 
name 
known, 
the liberal party of the United States. 
We cradle here the child of freedom's 
highest hopes." 


As proof of this claim, Mr. Poling 
pointed to the increasing list of legis- 
lative victories, 
culminating 
in 
the 
election of Charles H. Randall to the 
United States congress from the state 
of California. 


"We hear the tread of many feet." 
he exclaimed, "the gathering of the 
new recruits, and in the sky we see a 
banner, first lifted by the Christian 
Endeavorers of the continent, but to 
which all the fighting divisions of the 
temperance army have long since re- 
paired, and on it we read, 'A Saloon- 
less Nation by 1920.' Comrades of the 
convention, it is sunrist and the rays 
of lifting light have faded that slogan 
away, and in its rtead I read, 'A Sa- 
loonless Nation Now.' 
And, by the 
grace of God 'and the votes of 
the 
people, it shall be done."

Berlin, July 19.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—Warm 
commendation

work done in Russian Poland by the 
Germans during the period of occupa- 
tion was given by Dr., Karl Helfferich, 
secretary of the interior and the im- 
perial vice-chancellor, today on his re- 
turn from a visit to that coqntry. 
Dr. 
Holfferich, who recounted the impres- 
sions of hii^ visit to a member of the 
Overseas News agency staff, contrasted 
the condition of the country under Rus- 
sian rule with the state of affairs there 
today. 
In the time of peace before the 
outbreak of the present war, the Rus- 
sians had neglected the country, said 
Dr. Helfferich. 
Then came the periotl 
of hostilities which had devastated the 
land. 
Under these conditions the Ger- 
mans took up their work, which the 
vice-chancellor insisted has been accom- 
plished with a success which could find 
few parallels in history. 


The retreating Russians, Dr. Helffer- 
ich pointed out, had burned villages and 
towns and destroyed the harvests.

His captains vide up breathlessly,

One is often apt to forget that col- . 


or is merely a reflection of light, and 
that anything which reflects light 
perfectly will be the color of that 
light. The most nearly perfect form 
to reflect is a sphere. The moon 1« 
bright because it reflects the sun. 
The earth is bright for the saint 
reason, as one can see at the time • 
of new moon, when the part of tn« 
moon hidden from the sun' by the 
earth shines faintly from reflected . 
earth light. 


Milk is like a collection ot moons, 


it is a liquid filled with minute drop- 
lets of iat, each of them a perfect 
sphere. 
When the light strike! 


these, it is reflected at every angle, 
reflected on to other droplets oi fa< 
and by them reflected on and on, 
until from every point in. the milk 
the white light that strikes on th« 
outside is reflected. 


Think of marbles made of looking 


glass, but so small that several 
thousand could be put on the bead 
of a pin, and you will see the reason 
for the reflection, or the white col- 
or of milk. 


When, in the case of'milk, the 


number 
o£ -these little reflecting 


drops grows fewer, then the light ia 
not reflected so much, and the liquid 
grows more transparent Absence 
ot full reflection makes milk lesi 
white, or, in a sense, more bluish, 
as the semi-transparency ot «li 
makes blue sky, and of water blu 
sea.
